But under the dynamic leader­ 
ship of Dr. George A. Ulett. dir­ 
ector of the state Division of Men­ 
tal Diseases, plans have been for­ 
mulated that would place Missouri 
n an enviable position of leader­ 
ship in this field. 
There 
are 
several 
hitches — 
though. 
First is the ever - growing need 
for money. And second is the re­ 
quired legislative backing of the 
program which to the casual ob­ 
server might appear to be too all- 
encompassing. 
Simply stated, Dr. Ulett. who is 
just completing his first full year 
as head of the division, envisions 
health program of intensive psy­ 
chiatric treatment designed to re­ 
turn the patient to his community 
at a faster rate than the state - 
supported institutions now are do­ 
ing. 
When Dr. Ulett discusses 
his 
plans he becomes vibrant with en­ 
thusiasm. Here’s why: 
Using the Malcolm Bliss Mental 
Health Center in St. Louis and the 
Psychiatric Receiving Center in 
St. Louis and the Psychiatric Re- 


cei\mg Center in Kansas City as 
guideposts of intensive treatment, 
a study over a three - year period 
revealed that the average length of 
stay in these centers was 31 days. 
Thu- compares to the awesome fi­ 
gure of 225 days at the five state- 
supported institutions located stra­ 
tegically around Missouri. 
In a one - month period, some 60 
; per cent of the PRC-Bliss patients 


j are able to retui'n to their homes 
1 and jobs while in the same period 
only 19 per cent of those admitted 
to the over - crowded state insti­ 
tutions are able to do so. 
The reasons for this are simple: j 
State mental institutions are over- ; 
crowded and patients cannot re- j 
ceive the individual treatment nec- j 
essarv. Adding to this burden is a 
shortage of trained personnel. 
When the Legislature convenes 
in January it will be confronted 
with a proposal to buy outright the 
city . operated Bliss Center and 
lease the PRC. In addition, it will 
be asked to finance construction of 
psychiatric wing at the Medical 
Center at the University in Colum­ 
bia. 
If the Bliss Center is purchased 
and the PRC management, in part, 
is assumed by the state a program 
of adding to the present buildings 
would then be undertaken. 
This all will cost money — a lot 
of money — in the neighborhood of 
$10 million. 
Currently the division is operat­ 
ing on a budget of $60 million for 
the biennium. And this is expected 
to be increased 15 per cent by the 
new Legislature if the intensive 
treatment program is approved. 
Is this enormous amount of the 
taxpayer’s monej necessary? Dr. 
Ulett thinks so. 
“With 11,000 patients in mental 
institution's in Missouri today, we 
would need a staff of 1,000 psychia­ 
trists to care for them. But there 
are only 1,300 in the entire coun­ 
try,’ the division head noted. 
Dr. Ulett points out there are 
only 195 psychiatrists in Missouri

NEW YORK—(NEA)—California unveiled a 19-year-old, 64, 
210-pound sophomore quarterback, Craig Morton, against Penn 
State. 
MORTON THE MAGICIAN COMPLETED 20 of 30 passes for 
273 yards and three touchdowns and the heavily favored 
Nittany Lions considered themselves fortunate to leave Berke­ 
ley with a 23-21 decision. 
Ridge Riley, the Penn State historian, wonders wistfully 
whether all the top college quarterbacks are being tossed at 
the Nittany Lions. 
RILEY LISTS IN ADDITION to Morton, Roger Staubach and 
Ron Klemick of the Navy, the Air Force’s Terry Isaacson, Rice’s 
Walter McReynolds, Army’s Cammy Lewis, Syracuse's Walley 
Vfahle and Maiyland’s Dick Shiner. Riley points out that Penn 
State still has Jerry Yost of West Virginia, Holy Cross’ Pat 
McCarthy and Pittsburgh’s Jim Traficant ahead. 
Riley hasn’t seen anything yet and should know there 
never was a season like this for college quarterbacks. Penn 
State’s own Pete Liske is anything but a slouch. 
Nearly everybody has a Dead-Eye Dick in the backfield. Even 
the Ivy League has them in the remarkable Archie Roberts of 
Columbia, Dartmouth’s Bill King and Cornell’s Gary Wood. 
Any percentage above .500 is excellent for a passer and 
there were a dozen or so in that range going into November. 
Shotgun Tommy Myers of Northwestern showed the way 
with .667. Myers tossed for the most mileage per game with 
Paul Flatley his favorite target.
